1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest the device to remove kidney stones including the 
combination of fiber optic port, first and second fluid conduits are being disposed within 
the handle and being in communication with the central conduit of the handle and 
furthermore, a retrieval basket assembly having at least one lumen in fluid 
communication with the central conduit of the handle. Note that Phan et al. (U.S. 
5,192,286) and Fearnot (U.S. 5,484,384) are both disclosed a retrieval catheter for 
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removing stones from the body including handle, fiber optic port, and retrieval basket 
assembly extending from the handle. However, they do not describe the recitations as 
indicated reasons for allowance as stated above.
